Claims 1-5 and 8-29 are pending in this application. 



Response to Arguments 



2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5 and 8-29 have been fully 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) rejection. 



During patent examination, the pending claims must be "given their broadest 
reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification." In re Hyatt 211 F.3d 
1367, 1372, 54 USPQ2d 1664, 1667 (Fed. Cir. 2000). Applicant always has the 
opportunity to amend the claims during prosecution, and broad interpretation by 
the examiner reduces the possibility that the claim, once issued, will be 
interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re Prater, 415 F.2d 1393, 1404-05, 
162 USPQ 541, 550-51 (CCPA 1969). See also In re Zletz, 893 F.2d 319, 321- 
22, 13 USPQ2d 1320, 1322 (1989) "During patent examination the pending 
claims must be interpreted as broadly as their terms reasonably allow.... The 
reason is simply that during patent prosecution when claims can be amended, 
ambiguities should be recognized, scope and breadth of language explored, and 
clarification imposed.... An essential purpose of patent examination is to fashion 
claims that are precise, clear, correct, and unambiguous. Only in this way can 
uncertainties of claim scope be removed, as much as possible, during the 
administrative process." 
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Claim Objections 

3. Claims 2 and 3 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

• Claim 2: "initiation " (line 4) should read "the initiation" 

• Claim 3: "the application program " (lines 9-10) should read "the 
application program instance "

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 1-5 and 8-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
West et al. (US 20020140738 Al). 



The West reference was previously cited by the Examiner. 
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As to independent claims 11,17, 21, 24, and 26: 

West teaches a storage medium encoding instructions which when executed on a 
computer perform a method for controlling an instance of an event driven 
application program [see the Abstract], the method comprising: 
monitoring an event queue to detect a selected event associated with the 
application program instance; and responsive to detecting the selected event, 
generating a control event which affects execution of the application program 
instance [paragraphs: 0020-0027 and 0045-0049]. 

As to dependent claims 1-5, 8-10, 12-16, 18-20, 22, 23, 25, and 27-29: 

West teaches the limitations as recited in the claims (see Figs.2-5 and the 
associated text).
